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DETAILED ACTION 
Lack of Unity - Species 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the 
generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because 
they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

1) Compounds of formula (I) claims 1-7, and kinases 8 toll and 

2) Diseases or conditions (claims 12 and 13). 

The formula (I) contains various functional groups attached to core moiety 
under class 514 and method of treatment or prophylaxis of various diseases or 
conditions of such as type 2 diabetes, hyperlipidemia, obesity, CNS disorders, 
neurotraumatic injuries, immune potentiation, baldness or hair loss, 
atherosclerotic cardiovascular disease, hypertension, polycycystic ovary 
syndrome, ischemia, and immunodeficiency, or cancer. Inventions are unrelated 
if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they 
have different designs, modes of operation and effects (MPEP 802.01 and 
806.06) 

The applicant is required under 35 USC 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species of a compound of formula (l)(claims 1-7 and 8-1 1 kinases) and a single 
disclosed species of a said diseases or conditions (claims 12 to 13) for 
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prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected 
species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to 
consideration of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form 
or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 
37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate 
which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a).
